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BRITAIN TO INSURE aexiner| 
LOSS FROM UNEMPLOYMENT | 
David Lioyd-George Introduces His 
Long Promised Scheme of State In-/ 
surance—A small Weekly Assess-| 
ment Protects the Working Ciass 


—Scheme Meets With Hearty Ap-! 
proval from Both Parties 


{with attendant loss of life from sev- 


London.—The long promised scheme 
of state insurance against unemploy-| 
ment, sickness and invalidity, intro-| 
duced in the House of Commons re-| 
cently by David Lloyd-George, chan-) 
cellor of the exchequer, was received 
with an extraordinary chorus of ap- 
probation by all parties in parliament, | 
which must have greatly ustonished | 
that much excited member. It will! 
be difficult to avoid the conclusion 
that the praise bestowed by his po- 
litical opponents conceals a side 
thrust at his old age pensions meus- 
ure, Which has always been severely 
criticized by the Unionists, because it 
was not contributory, 

The chancellor divided his proposi-! 
tion in two parts, one dealing with 
sickness and the other with uneim- 
ployment. By the provisions of the 
measure, every worker whose annual 
earning fails below the income tax 
level of £160 sterling, will compulsor- 
ily insure against illness so as to in-| 
sure him the receipt of five shillings 
(1.20) per week during his ineapae ty. 
Toward this, this worker would con- 
tribute about one half, the same be- 
ing deducted from his wages, while 
the balance would be paid jointly by 
his employers and the state. 

The weekly assessment against the 
insured would be eight cents in the! 
case of a man, and six cents for a 
woman representing as the chance lor 
put it, two pints of ale or one ounce 
of tobacco. 

Every one in the clause mentioned 
between the ages of sixteen and sixty- 
five is included in the plan. The em- 
ployers woull pay six cents weekly 
for every employee and the govern- 
ment contribute four cents for each 
of the insured. 

Mr. Lloyd-George estimated that his 
plan would affect 14,700,000 men and 
women. Provision is made whereby 
women will receive thirty shillings 
in maternity cases on condition that 
they do not work for a month follow- | 
ing child birth and for free medical 
attendance for every contributor. 

The state would also help in the 
crusade against consumption, provid-

Lands 


Ottawa, Ont.—When the house met 
recently Hon, Mr. Graham, minister 
of railways, explained the provisions 
ot his bill, an act to amend the rail- 
way act. This is a somewhat lengthy 
piece of legislation, containing six- 
teen chief provisions. The most im- 
portant and radical provision is one 


‘which provides that when a railway 


becomes dilapidated and unsafe — for 
trattie, a government subsidy given 
railway can be regarded as a 
lien on the road coming in even be- 
fore a first mortgage, and the govern- 
ment can sell out the company under 
this provision, and put the road in 
safe traffic condition. 

Mr. Graham explained that this re- 
visign might seldom if ever be exer- 
cis but it was well to have some 
provision whereby the government 
could compel an unsafe road to put its 
right-of-way and rolling stock in pro- 
per condition. 

To Mr. Northrup, Mr. Graham ex- 
plained that this provision would be 
retroactive, and inelude all roads re- 
ceiving government subsidies in’ the 
past as weil as all still to receive sub- 
sities. 

Among other provisions were those 
that telephone, telegraph 
and express companies should report 


annually to the government the same | 


as railways do, providing for the ap- 
pointment for forest fire patrols and 
apparatus preventing the railways 


from setting forests on fire, providing | 
that railway lands not used for actual} 


railway purposes may be expropriated 
the sume as any other lands, provid- 
ing that railways under construction 
must be fenced unless excused by the 
railway commission, the present law 
being that railways nel not fence 


unless the commission so orders, pro- 
viding damages to owne1s of land by!

The act also contained a provision 


‘abolishing the law that cattle must 


not be allowed to run in unfenced 
lend within half a mile of a railway. 
This was for the benefit of stock- 
raisers in the west, where there are 
great stretches of unfenced lands. In 
Ontario the law is still desirable, Mr. 
Graham explained, but he looked to 
the local and provincial regulations 
to protect the farmers of that pro- 
vinee.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Text of the Lesson, Isa. vi, 1-13. 
Memory Verses, 6-8—Golden Text, 
Isa, vi, 8—Commentary Prepared 


by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

We saw in last week’s lesson that 
Uzziah, king of Judah, was evidently 
much helped by a prophet named 
Zechariah, who had visions of God. 
And now we see in this lesson that 
| Isaiah received his commission in con- 
inection with a vision of God, It was 
so with Ezekiel and Zechariah, who 
wrote the prophe-y calle! by his name; 
also with Moses and Joshua and Gid- 
con. Duniel also had a vision of God, 
and it was not until Job could say 
“Now mine eye seeth thee’ that he re. 
ceived fullness of blessing. There is 
no vision of God or knowledge of God 
except through the Son of God, whom 
we know as Jesus Christ our Lord, No 
man knoweth the Father save the Son, 
and he to whomscever the Son will re- 
veal Him. No man cometh unto the 
Father but by Me. He that hath seen 
Me hath seen the Father (Matt. xi, 
27; John xiv, 6, 9). We are not fully 
qualified for service until we have so 
seen God in Christ that no mortal 
man is big enough to come betweem 
Him and our soul’s vision. The Lord 
jalone must be seen and exalted, and 
we must cease froin man (Isa. ii, 1), 
17, 22). 

In the year that King Uzziah died 
Isaiah saw a throne and a king who 
liveth forever, who said to John in 
Patmos, ‘T was dead, and behold I am 
alive forevermore’ (Rev. i, 18). This 
same John, quoting from our lesson 
chapter and referring to this vision, 
said, “These things said Isaiah when 
he saw His glory and spoke of Him” 
(John xii, 41). Notice that the one 
whom Isaiah saw on the throne is 
called Lord (capital L. small ord), not 
the sane as LORD in verses 3, 5, 12, 
‘where the name is all capitals. The 
former is ‘‘Adonni,’”’ my master, my; 
proprietor, the one who owns me, 
whereas the latter is “Jehovah,” the 
great “I am,” who was and is, and is 
{to be the Creator as my redeemer. If 
any mortal man owns us and he dies 
{we may be in sore distress, but if the 
{one whose we are and whom we serve 
‘is the ever living men on the throne 
{then we will have peace always. 

It is a very great lesson to learn to 
see no man any more save Jesus only 
with ourselves (Mark ix, 8.) Isaiah 
| saw the seraphim close to the throne, 
| whereas Ezekiel and John saw cheru- 
jbim (Ezek. and Rev. iv, with Ezek. 
;x, 20). We know from Rey. v. 9, 10, 
jand the association of the cherubim 
with the merey seat and the vail that 
jthey represent the glorified redeemed 
‘from among the nations. The sera- 
|phim may represent the same as they 
only, seraphim and cherubim, cry 
jholy, holy, holy. They look forward 
to and sneak of the time when the 
earth shall be full of His glory. Cov- 
ering face and feet with their wings 
suggests that it is not what we are or 
what we do that counts for anything, 
but with the wings that fly we must 
{soar higher, even es on eagles’ wings, 
{and behold only Himself. The face 
jindientes character, what we are, and 
ithe feet our walk, what we do, but. 
our on!y comfort is in what He is and 
what He does. 

The effect of this vision of the glory 
of the, Lord upon the prophet was that 
he saw himself as wholly undone ang 
unclean, This is what we need—such 
(a vision of the beauty of the Lord that 
we shall forever hate and abhor our- 
{solves and see ourselves as sinners in 
His sight, according to Isa. Ixiv, 6; 
Dan. x, 8; Rom, vii, 18; 3-19, Thus 
seeing ourselves we shall have no con- 
demnation for other sinners, nothing 
but the compassion of Jesus Christ. 
When there is this deep and thorough 
conviction of sin, then it is a short 
road to forgiveness and cleansing, for: 
He came to save sinners, and His; 
hlood cleanseth from all sin, Note 
that heavenly agent does it all, iniq~ 
uity is taken away, sin purged, the 
sinner is perfectly helpless, as were 
Adam and Eve when the Lord God 
made coats of skins and clothed them, 

It is our privilege to know that He 
has by Himself purged our sins and 
is now on the right hand of the Maj}- 
esty on high (Heb, i, 3). Then we 
are ready to hear the voice from the 
throne saying, ‘Whom shall IT send, 
and who Wilt go for us?” Notice the 
“1” and ‘us,” the one living and true 
God in the three persons of Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit. Was ever such 
a wonderful commission offered to 
mortals as to represent the Trinity be. 
fore men? See in John xiv, 17, 23, 
how they are snid to dwell in the be- 
‘iever and in II Cor. iv, 10, 11, that 
the life of Jesus is to be made mani- 
fest in these mortal bodies. 

We have only to yield and obey. 
The power is His, and the life is His, 
and the message is His, and He will 
take care of the results, and we are 
assured that He will not fail nor be 
discouraged (Isa. xlii, 4). It is ours 
to receive the message from Himself, 
receive His words in our hearts and 
then in His name ‘Go tell” (verse 9; 
Ezek. iii, 10, 11, 17). In the closing 
verses of the chapter the prophet was 
told that the me sage would not be re- 
jeeived, So it was with Jeremiah and 
Ezekiel. They were warned that their 
messages would provoke great opposi- 
tion, but they were to speak whether 
men would hear or not, See also 
Matt. v, 16-18; John xv, 18, 19.

Sometimes there are bridge 
evenings instead of these discourses, 
Interest in the club is also main- 
tained by various — competitions 
among the members. No such club 
could be run on art alone; complica- 
tions would be sure to arise, the 
members developing that dreadful 
malady, “artistic temperament,” per- 
haps. The idea of the St. John peo- 
ple to run an art club successfully is 
to keep the programme varied; but 
always having in sight the main pur- 
pose—the study of art.—Courier,

| Do any of my gentle rcaders desire 
their daughters to be bright and 
brainy, to make a name for them- 
selves, to cut a swath in the world to-

| grow green with envy? asks W. Ever- 
|ard Edwards in the Canadian Cen- 
tury. Now don’t all speak at once, 
{but here is the recipe: Call her 
Agnes, and tra’n her for a_ school 
teacher. 

Let me illustrate. 

First, there was Agnes Knox, a St. 
Mary's girl, who delighted first her 
family circle, then her native town, 
next all Ontario, and finally all Can- 
ada with her delightful interpreta- 
tions of literature. As a teacher of 
elocution in the Normal School, To- 
ronto, I think it is safe to say that 
every unengaged male student was in 
love with her, and the male students 
formed a pretty large proportion in 
those days too. Her success as a 


successes, and a good many Cana- 
dians have always felt a certain griev- 
ance against Dr. Charlton Black for 
earrying her as his bride away to dis- 
tant Boston, Even there Mrs. Black’s 
talents could not be hidden, and she 
is now dean of a college whose name 
I cannot for the moment recall. 
Then there is Agnes C. Laut, 
teacher, journalist and historian, who 
after completing her education in 
Winnipeg taught in the city schools 
for a time. Later she joined — the 
staff of the “Manitoba Free Press,” 
and soon founu her feet in the jour- 
nalistic arena, As a special corre- 
spondent she is among the elect, and 
the editor who secures her services is 
fortunate. Besides acting as corre- 
spondent for many foreign publica- 
tions she has foun! time to produce 
some six or seven books and to con- 


tribute special articles to many 
magazines. 

Though now a_ resident of the 
United States Miss Laut has lost 


none of her love tor Canada and ita 
people, and in this connection let 
me cite one charming little incident. 
When a certain editor was doubtful 
About publishing ‘Sowing Seeds in 
Danny,” it was Miss Laut who 
turned the scale in its favor. Learn. 
ing that the author was a Canadian, 
she read the manuscript and r_com- 
mended its publication. In this in- 
stance she has done us all a good 
turn—author, editor and pwblic— 
and all three hold her in blessed ree 
membrance. 

Nor must we forget Agnes Deans 
Cameron — A.D.C,—aide<de-camp to 
the Canadian Commissioner of Immi- 
gration. Born in sunny Victoria, she 
began to teach before she was oat of 
short dresses, and for twenty-five 
years she has been closely identified 
wit the schools of her native pro- 
vince 
the position of principal of South 
Park School, Victoria, she had a dis- 
pute with her trustee board and re- 
signed. Then she ran for trustee and 
had the satisfaction of being elected. 

It was about this time that she 
took up journalistic work, writing of 
Canada’s wheatfields. Her success 
was immediate, and in 1908 she made

HEAT AND COLD. 
The Range Between Liquid Hellum 
and the Aro Light. 

Have you never wondered on some 
terribly cold winter day, when the 
fulliug temperature had long since 
passed the zero mark, if It could pos 
sibly be any colder anywhere, and then, 
When suinmer comes and the mercury 
is apparently never going to stup 
climbing, you cannot imagiue how uny- 
thing could be hotter or more uncom- 
fortable? 

Fortunately we live in a world where 
the temperature seldom exceeds the 
limits of, say, 60 degrees below zero 
Fahrenhelt and 110 above. This 
seems a tremendous range of tempera- 
ture, but it Is only trivial compared 
with that found on every side in oa- 
ture or in the laboratory. Why, this 
160 degrees {s less than the range 
through which a dish of cold water Is 
heated when you place it on the stove 
to boll. 

A moment's thought of some of these 
higher und lower temperatures {s well 
worth while, Liquid air at 312 de. 
grees below zero is cold, but liquid 
hydrogen at 421 1s still colder, while 
liquid helium at 451 below zero {s the 
coldest thing we know of. Going the 
other way, lead melts at 620 degrees 
nbove zero Fahrenheit, while gold 
remains solld up to a bright red heat, 
or 1,046 degrees. A good furnace fire 
may get several hundred degrees hot- 
ter thun this. Platinum, one of the 
most refractory of metals, melts only 
when Intensely white hot at a tem- 
perature of 3,230, but even this fs 100 
degrees or so less than the tempera- 
ture of the fame on your gas stove, 

The hotter a body {s the more light 
it gives, so tne tungsten lamp filainent, 
which runs at about 4,500 degrees, 
gives a brighter and whiter light than 
the carbon filament at 3,500. The elec- 
tric are gives still more light for a 
given amount of current consumed 
ond generates a temperature not far 


| from 7,200 degrees Fahrenheit. ‘This {s 


the highest temperature we can pro- 
duce artificially. No metal known can 
stand this terrible heat, and even most 
refractory substances, such as carbon, 
are volutilized by It. 

But, while the arc ts indeed hot, {t Is 
by vo menns the highest temperature 
to be found in nature, There ure the 
best of reasons for believing that the 
temperature of the sun is some 12,000 
degrees or more, and {t 1s probuble 
that some of the stars are still hotter 
‘This great beat explains the almost 
unbellevable fact, found by Langley, 
that sunlight ts 5,000 times brighter 
than the dazzling stream of molten 
metal from a Bessemer converter.— 
New York Tribune.

WHY THE WIND BLOWS. 
The Basic Principle, the Tendency of 
Hot Airs to Rise. 

The wind, like other things of every- 
day life, rarely invites notice unless it 
{s unusually “high,” and rarely do we 
hear the questions, “Why does the 
wind blow?” “Why doesn’t the wind 

blow?” 

What {s this wind that rushes “out 
of the nowhere into the here?” Why 
should it blow at all, or why some- 
times so gently and at other times 
with the resistless force of the hurri- 
eane? 

The wind could have no power, it 
could not even exist, if the alr had 00 
weilght, this weight having been shown 
to be about thirty-one grains for each 
hundred cubic inches of air. When air 
is put {n motion the effect is like that 
obtained by throwing a ball agatust ao 
object. The harder you throw the bail 
the harder it will strike, and the great- 


| er the number of balls thrown at one 


time the greater will be the force of 
the blow. When the wind ts blowing 


| It strikes what it blows against, aud 


the harder It blows (that {s, the greater 
the speed of the air) the barder It will 
strike against the resisting object. 
What causes the wind to blow or 
why the air should be in motion ts nut 
eusy to explain. Simply stated, it is 
caused by the tendency of hot air to 
rise and thus to form a partial vacuum 
Into which the cooler surrounding alr 
rushes, in much the same way as 
water will rush downward to seek Its 
level. If the earth were smooth, if It 
did. not rotate and if there were no 
sun the air would be motionless, When 
the sun shines on a wide space of the 
earth the alr of that region becomes 
heated, this great volume of warin uir 
rises and the cooler, heavier surround- 
ing air flows in to take {ts place. As 
rotates there tends to be 
formed a ring of heated and rising alr 
with currents infowing at the bottum 
and at both sides, This is the condt- 
tion that prevails near the equator aud 
causes the trade winds that blow so 
steadily. The rotation of the earth 
ecnuses the wind south of the equator 
to fow toward the northwest and that 
north of this line to fow toward the 
southwest.—St. Nicholas,

The British War Office is like the 
tortoise—the slowness of its pace is 


only equalled by She toughness of its | 


back. Neither sticks nor stones wil! 
affect it; and if you put a mountain 
in its path it will calmly walk round 
it—in time, says an English writer. 
So it’s no use turning on the sarcasm 
about that recent decision to award 
honorg to sixteen regiments for ser- 
vices in the Peninsular war. Besides, 
the War Office has done better than 
this. A little more than a year ago, 
for instance, it complacently an- 
nounced its intention to award hon- 
ors for engagements that took place 
in the times of Charles IT. and Queen 
Anne, and without turning a single 
hair. But perhaps the heroes who 
took part in those campaigns are not 
now believers in the old mexim, 
“Better late than never,” 

Under this happy-go-lucky system 
one never knows what may happen. 
You may wake up cne morning to 
find a medal on the mat, the reward 
at last decided upon for your seven- 
times-great-grandfather who fought at 
the Battle of the Boyne in 1690. 

When you have long forgotten your 
army days, and are enjoying your 
Old-Age Pension, you may suddenly 
receive a blue official envelope en- 
closing one penny, underpaid you 
three days after your enlistment. Or 
you may have missiveg floating regu- 
lar'y through the letter-box, asking 
for the refund of fourpence overpaid 
to your father’s uncle during the 
Waterloo campaign. 

A short time ago, an officer sleen- 
ing peacefully at Aldershot was awak- 
ened violently at dawn. Grumblings, 
creaklings, and heavy rumblings un- 
der his windows suggested an earth- 
quake. He timidly looked out, and 
found the skyline being obscured by 
the dumping of cartloads of gravel at 
hig door. ft transpired that a re- 
quisition sent to the War Office for 
that stuff during the Crimean war, 
‘nore than fifty years previously, hai! 
heen overlooked until that day! The 
officer who wanted it was dead, What 
it was wanted for no on: knew; but 
the War Office carried out its task.

11-24. for postage and sta- 
tionery, and a charge of 11-24. for 
the nail ‘‘and the wear and tear on 
the hammer.”

assembled with the usual ceremony 
it Aldershot for the purpose of ‘“‘in- 
vestigating and yatta ee dupli- 
cate—upon a deficiency of six ounces 
of whiskey.”

COST OF A CORONET. 


The Expenses of Preparing for Coro 
nation Are Considerable. 

Everyone knows that at the coming 
coronation the peers of the realm are 
axpected to wear their coronets, or 
little crowns.”” Few, hawever, ma 
be aware that these emblems of ran 
are not what they appear to be, nor 
89 expensive as they look. The crown 
which will adorn the brow of King 
George during the ceremony is, of 
course, priceless, and so also is that 
which tne Queen will wear, but the 
coronets worn by the peers and peer- 
esses may be obtained for a compara- 
tively sinall sum, and if we take into 
account the sum spent upon the robes 
and dresses worn, the cust of a coro- 
net is almost insignificant. For the 
fact is that these coronets are not 
kept as heirlooms and put away in 
cotton-wool, or even in glass cases, 
but as a rule are bought as required. 
Very few, if any, are made of gold; 
most of them are of silver-gilt, or of 
water-gilt, the latter costing about a 
couple of pounds more than the for- 
mer. 

From the prices given below, which 
are taken from the catalogue of a well- 
known firm of gold and silversmiths, 
it will be seen that the prices are 
not even proportioned to rank, the 
coronet of an earl, for instance, be- 
ing priced higher than the coronet of 
4 duke. The reason for this is found 
in the imitation pearls which adorn 
the coronet of an earl, while that of 
a duke is free from anything save 
the strawberry leaves. The cost is as 
follows: Duke, £6 10s.; duchess, 
£5 10s.; marquess, £8 103.; marchion- 
ess, £7 10s.; earl, £9; countess, £8; 
viscount, £8 108.; viscountess, £7; 
baron £5; baroness, £4 5s. It may 
aot be generally known that wirle 
the King and Queen are crowned 
the peers crown themselves. At a 
given signal they wave their coronets 
before them and then place them on 
their heads. This is to symbolize the 
reassumption of their state at the be- 
ginning of the new reign.

All who have served with 
his speak in warm terms of Sir Al- 
fred’s abilities and his pleasant, gen- 
ial manner when off duty.

TO ENTERTAIN CONTINGENT. 


Canadian Soldiers at Coronation Will 
, Stay at Duke of York’s School. 


The overseas troops for the corona: ! 


tion will arrive in London during the 
first week in June, and that most of 
them will remain there for a month. 
As their official duties in connection 
with the coronation will not be of a 
very prolonged nature, they will be 
able to take abundant advantage of 
the program which has been planned 
by the reception committee who are 
now collecting funds for the purpose 
of entertainment. 

As already announced, the whole of 
the troops will be quartered at the 
Duke of York's School, Chelsea. The 
contingents for whose coming defi- 
nite arrangements have been made 
number up to the present 1,300, but 
in all probability this total will be 
increased to 1,500. There is ample 
messing accommodation in the build- 
ing for this number, and if there is 
any deficiency in dormitory room, it 
will be made up by putting some of 
the men under canvas in the exten- 
sive grounds. Judging from the ar- 
Tangements made for their entertain- 
ment, the troops will spend very lit- 
tle of their time at Chelsea. 

Among the suggested arrangements 
is a special service at St. Paul's 
Cathedral, but the details of this are 
not yet fixed. Arrangements are in 
progress for their attendance at the 
Naval Review. And on another oe: 
casion the troops will visit Ports. 
mouth Dockyard and Whale Island, 
and the other departments of the great 
naval centre. 

Upwards of twenty of the leading 
London clubs are proposing to send 
personal letters of invitation to the 
visiting officers to become honorary 
members during their stay. The Vet- 
erans’ Club are making special ar- 
rangements to entertain the non-com- 
missioned officers and men, who will 
become temporary members. 

The Union Jack Club has extended 
an invitation to the warrant officers, 
hon-com’s, and men to become honor- 
ary members. The club will thus pro- 
vide the same facilities for the Dom- 
inion visitors in 1911 as did the Co. 
lonial Troops Club in 1902. Many of 
the 2nd Queen's Own Rifles of Can- 
ada made full use of the club during 
their visit to England last year, and 
on the occasion of the visit of the 
United States Navy in November and 
December a similar invitation was 
given and was much appreciated. A 
money exchange office was establish- 
ed for them in the club, and about 
1,000 of the men availed themselves 
of the bedroom accommodation dur- 
Ing their six weeks’ stay. 

The visiting officers have also re- 
ceived an invitation to become hon- 
orary members of the Motor Yacht 
Club at Netley and of the Hurlingham 
Olub. The Festival of Empire at the 
Orystal Paluce, the Military Tourna- 
ment and the International Horse 
Show will all extend a welcome to 
officers and men alike. They will 
have every opportunity given them of 
visiting the sights of London, and 
Messrs. Cook and Sons will, as on the 
previous occasion, supply transport to 
convey the troops daily from Chelsea 
to the various centres of interest.

NOW N PARK. 


NEER ENGINE 


The ‘Countess of Dufferin’? as the 
Aged Machine Is -alled Was Res- 
cued .t Golden, B.C.—Came With 
Its Train of Six Flat Cars In 1876 
—Those Were Days of Lawlessness 
and Railroading Was Exciting. 

Hark, ‘Tis but 
Like the tread of an army's van, 

Before the thundering, marching

The first locomotive to cross the 
Red River has been viewed with in- 
derest by thousands since it was plac. 
c. in tne William Whyte Park oppo- 
site the C.P.R. station in Winnipeg, 
and every year that-passes will add 
to the interest with which that his- 
toric engine will be viewed by visi- 
tors to the west. It stands there @ 
telic of the opening of the west to 
the railway era, says H. Gerald Wade 
in The Globe. 

R. M. W writing in The Railroad 
Magazine of the ‘“‘Irail of the First 
Tracks,’ states that when 
first ra were laid across the 
vast territury west of the Mississippi 
River little towns sprang up froin 
place to place during the nignt. The 
pioneers who trudged in the path of 
the iron rail hoped that each rugged 
settlement might grow to a thriving 
metropolis, but so soon as a ‘new 
city’ was established it was gener- 
ally beset by a horde of outlaws— 
lawless desperadves who cared no 
more for human life than for pro- 
perty—whose sole pastime was ‘“‘tak- 
ing a town.” 

The days of the building of the rail- 
roads across the plains were the days 
of trouble and sudden death. But at 
no other time did the professional 
killer hold such undisputed sway as 
in the few years of the laying of the 
Tails. 

Men were shot down for the slight- 
est reason, and sometimes for no rea- 
son at all, The old saying, ‘A word 
and a blow,’’ was changed to ‘An 
There seemed to 
be no lat, either civil or military, 
which would reach those bloodthirsty, 


ruthless desperadoes, and we have 
only to compare Mr. West's state- 
ments with those of our railroad 


builders of 1876 to note the difference 
in the administration of the law in 
our country in those days and that 
of our neighbors across the border; 
and one of our railroad pioneers, who, 
perhaps, cannot tell such blood-curdl- 
ing yarns as Mr. West does, still has 
many interesting stories of the time 
when the “first iron pioneer’ crossed 
the Red River into Winnipeg, and 
that person is no other than Sir Don- 
ald Mann, who was one of the men 
who worked on the job of laying the 
rails that brought the locomotive

“Countess of Dufferin’ came to be 
placed in Winnipeg. 

The old pioneer engine has had 
many years of varied service since it 
was sold by the C.P.R. to the Colum- 
bia River Lumber Co., by whom it 
was allowed to lay at the siding at 
Golden, B.C., its labors ended, its 
course run, and its history forgotten. 

When the question of securing the 
old engine for innipeg was taken 
up with Mr. Whyte of the C.P.R., he 
had the records searched in Mont- 
real in order that the identity of the 
old locomotive at Golden might be 
established beyond doubt. This was 
established to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. Then promoters of the 
scheme took up the matter with Sir 
William Mackenzie, who, upon hear- 
ing the history of the locomotive, ex- 
pressed the desire, as president of 
the Coluinbia River Lumber Co., to 
present it to the city of Winnipeg. 

The first C.P.R. locomotive and 
train of six flat cars were brought 
from Moorland, Minnesota, by the 
steamer Selkirk, and unloaded in 
June, 1876, on the east bank of the 
Red River not far from the site of the 
present C.P.R. bridge. During the 
succeeding winter rails were laid 
across the river on the ice, and the 
locomotive came over to Winnipeg. 

The whole development of western 
Canada dates from the day that first 
engine crossed the Red River, Its 
whistle on that occasion sounded 
the knell of the old era and announc- 
ed the new. 

It was a great day when the 
of Dufferin” was placed 
in the position of honor in the little 
piece of ground opposite the C.P.R. 
station, Winnipeg, known as the Wil- 
liam Whyte Park, and, after having 
ended long ago its years of labors, 
will during the years to come start 
many a train of thought in the minds 
of people as yet unborn who will see 
it when coming west.
